An examination was made of substantial numbers of 
orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior 
Court during the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963, as 
well as supporting invoices and payrolls. The classification of 
expenditures was noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Hillsborough County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the 
Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts of records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and the Moore General Hospital were examined. 
Receipts of the Farm from the sale of livestock and produce 
and from boarders were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm as well as 
the receipts of the Hospital, as recorded in the cash book, 
were properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
the deposits in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer's 
account.

COUNTY PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


April 6, 1965 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, 
Hillsborough County, New Hampshire: 


Gentlemen: 


Please accept this letter as my report for the year 1964. 

The last 12 months have been busy for the County 
Physician. There were more cases of obstetrics in the last 
year and more children had to be hospitalized for acute 
illness than any previous year. 


The number of prisoners treated at the Valley St. Jail 
increased but that was due to the increase in the number of 
inmates at that institution in 1964. 


The opening of the new wing at the Moore General was 
of great help and it will be of further help when the 
Maternity section is finished.

Gentlemen: 


The year 1964 was my first full year as Superintendent of 
the Institution. It was a challenge and a pleasure to have 
been able to carry on during the year, making improvements 
that will result in a more efficient operation of the Institution 
and its facilities. The Boiler Room was completed and in full 
operation by the end of 1964. The following improvements 
were made: the laundry was put in a first class condition, 
the old mangler was replaced, a new cement floor replaced 
the old tar floor, and an addition was made to the laundry 
making it easier for the work to flow through. 


The Big Dining Hall was panelled and painted, and the 
steam pipes were replaced with a base board heating system. 
Also, the front Dome doors were replaced with aluminum 
frame glass doors. In Wards 1 and 3, Mr. Hurley's office, 
the nurse’s and attendant’s stations, and the hallways were 
panelled and painted. 


In Ward 3, a new bathroom was built which consisted of 
two bath tubs, one sink, a new tile floor, and five foot high 
walls. General repairs and maintenance work was made 


throughout all buildings, where needed. 


I fully realize that the change and improvements during 
the year 1964 could not have been accomplished without the 
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loyalty and cooperation of the County Commissioners, the 
members of the Executive Committee, and the County Dele- 
gation. I would like to express my grateful appreciation and 
thank all members of my Staff, our Chaplains, Physician, and 
everyone connected in helping to carry out our program and 
improvements.

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COUNTY ATTORNEYS REPORT 


April 2, 1965 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County: 


The following is submitted as the report of the County 
Attorney for the period commencing January 1, 1964 and 
terminating December 31, 1964. 


Four Hundred and Forty Seven Indictments and Fifty 
Waivers of Indictment were brought before the Court and 
settled. One Hundred and Forty Three Appeal cases were 
presented to the Superior Court for consideration and settled. 
Thirty Nine violations of probation were presented to the 
Court and dispositions made thereon. 


A total of Twenty Eight Petitions were filed under New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173, which 
is the Sexual Psychopath Law. 


Hearings were held under the Reciprocal Enforcement of 
Support Act in forty nine cases. 


Investigations were made concerning thirty two vehicular 
fatal accidents. In addition to the motor vehicle fatal accidents 
there were also twenty six other fatal accidents which include 
the following: one airplane crash which took two lives, three 
fatal fires, four drownings, three construction fatals, four suf- 
focations, six fatal falls, one carbon monoxide poisoning, two 
electrocutions, and one cyanide poisoning, all of which were 
investigated by this office. 


In conjunction with the New Hampshire Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office, a very lengthy investigation was conducted into 
the murder of Pamela Mason which occurred in 1964 and the 
murder of Sandra Valade which occurred in 1960. As a result 
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of this investigation, Edward H. Coolidge, Jr. was appre- 
hended and was Indicted by the Hillsborough County Grand 
Jury. 

Numerous other matters were brought to the attention of 
this office during this period, and to the best of my knowledge, 
all have been settled amicably.

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1964 REPORT OF THE HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To The Hillsborough County Board of Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this summary of the activities 
of the Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Service for 
the year 1964. A lengthy, more detailed Annual Report cover- 
ing each line of work is on file in the County Commissioners’ 
Office in Manchester, the Cooperative Extension Service Di- 
rector’s Office in Durham, and the County Extension Office 
in Milford. 


Cooperative Extension work is financed by a combination 
of Federal, State, and County funds. County funds are used 
for office expense, supplies and materials, clerical, room rents, 
Agents travel and a percentage of Agents’ salaries. During 
1964, the Hillsborough County Extension Staff consisted of 
one full time Agricultural Agent and .7 time of a second 
agent; one full time Home Economist and .5 time of a second 
economist; two full time 4-H club Agents and a full time 
Forester. 


Agricultural Work 


(Perley Colby and Emest George .7). The County Agents 
are responsible for educational work in the field of Agricul- 
ture. The first responsibility is to commercial farmers, how- 
ever, considerable time is also spent on closely related hor- 
ticultural areas, such as home grounds improvement, soil 
testing, insect and pest control, etc. Much time is also devoted 
to a consideration of other problems of a county wide nature, 
problems such as rural areas development, natural resource 
conservation, marketing, etc. 


During 1964, Agricultural Agents made 637 farm or home 
visits, received 307 office callers, and made 1757 phone calls, 
104 news articles were prepared and over 2100 bulletins were 
distributed. A total of 138 meetings were arranged and they 
had a total attendance of 2562. 


Home Economics 


Extension Staff Members, Harriet J. Nissen and Mrs. Win- 
nifred McLaughlin (% time). 


The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is to 
keep Homemakers informed regarding problems of the home 
and family, and to try to “point the way,” so these problems can 
be solved by families.

Program reaches youth in every town and city within the 
county. Special programs are continually being developed for 
both members and leaders to broaden their respective training. 
4-H leaders of all kinds are continually receiving training in 
leadership development through meetings and letters. The 
growth of leaders can readily be measured in the years of 
service they have given to 4-H. Many towns are not operating 
as one unit with many clubs or groups, but joining together 
to better utilize the time and talents of the community. 


Membership within the larger towns and cities is increas- 
ing. Special short term programs are now being developed 
for use in the urban area. This is now working very satisfac- 
torily in West Manchester. Special groups are now being 
planned for both cities in relation to the Automotive Care and 
Safety Program. The most popular projects in 1964 as deter- 
mined by enrollment, were: Clothing, Foods, Crafts and 
Livestock. The growth of projects in the area of personal 
development, safety and citizenship continue to increase each 
year. These projects have special interest for the older mem- 
bers. The use of high school age youth in the planning and 
execution of local and county programs continues to improve 
each year. 


The 182 leaders worked with 63 4-H Clubs in 1964. The 
4-H Club Agents worked with leaders and clubs either in 
their community or on a county-wide basis. Special programs 
were developed and planned by agents in cooperation with 
leaders and members for their respective community. The 
potential growth of 4-H youth work in the future must 
evolve around a program geared to each community and one 
which meets the needs of the youth in that community.
